Your petitioner will show the court that the information he 
was tried on‘was not an information as required under section 1064 
of the B. S. D. C., and is also in violation of article 4 of the amend¬ 
ments to the Constitution of the United States. 

4th. Your petitioner therefore prays that this honorable court will 
grant him a writ of habeas corpus and cause the said James H. 
Harris, warden, to show cause at some future day and time, as this 
honorable court may designate, why he should not be restored to
